LOOK YOURSELF

4 ae eyes need just as much 


attention as your skin if: 


they nre to keep bright and 
clear, . This article tells you the 
massage, exercises, and make-up 
you should use. . 

Take your eye-bath at night, 
then you will wash away the 
tiny particles of dust that have 
got into your eyes during the 
day. If you leave them there, 
they may Irritate the covering 
membrane and cause bloodshot 
eyes by the morning. 


Put a little cream on the eye- 
lds before retiring and leave it 
on overnight. 

Thero is a right and a wrong 
way to put iton. Take a small 
quantity on the third finger of 
ench hand. Start at the innor, 
upper corners of the eyelids; 
press gently and firmly over the 
Ndse and under the eyes, back to 
the nose. 


Then with the fingertips tap 
lightly back and forth under the 
eyes, from the nose to the outer 
corners of the cyes. 


Delicate Tissues 


The tissucs under the eyes 
and thoso of tho eyelids are ex- 
| ceedinyly delicate and soon lose 
their natural ofl, and then the 
‘least strain will show. Fine 
linea will appear, rapidly mul- 
tiply, and deepen. The sensitive 
skin around the-cyos will ‘easily 
take in any pure cream. 


To firm tho skin.round the eyes 


use some cye astringent. Take 
_a strip of cottonwool. long 
enough to cover both eyes, da- 


focus the eyes on the distant 
point. Repeat ten times. 

(3.) Hold your head erect. 
Look to the right, then — 
to the left, without turn- 
ing the head. As you look 
to the right, count one; to the 
left, two, Continue moving your 
eyes right and left until you have 
counted ten.

Shanghai, Yesterday. : 
Reports that a general withdrawal of the Chinese 
forces to a line 35 miles from Shanghai has been ordered, 
have evoked an embers denial from a Chinese Army 
spokesman. 


The spokesman said that the Chinese lines in the 
Shanghai area are open to inspection by foreign 
journalists, and added that if withdrawal occurs it will 
at the most be for a couple of miles.

Foreign .observers confirm that militiamen 
have replaced the regular Chinese troops in the 
front lines in the foreign area.—Reuter. :

WAR THREAT OVER 
TSINGTAO | 


SIGNIFICANT JAPANESE 
COMMUNIQUE ~ 


Tsingtao, Yesterday. 


_ Despite strong Anglo-American representa- 
tions to the Japanese and Chinese Governments, 
commencement. of Japanese 
Shangtung, with Tsingtao as the base of opera- 
tions is believed to be a matter of days. 

The Japanese Consul-General has ordered |: 
the evacuation of all remaining Japanese re- 
sidents in Tsingtao within 48 hours. 
them. are leaving for Dairen and others are go- 


ing to Japan. 


Warning of action pending, typi- 
cal of preliminary Japanese state- 
ments, was issued this morning by 
Vice-Admiral Shimomura, who- is 
in command of Japancse naval 
forees at Tsingtao, in the form of 
a communique as follows: 


“We advise evacuation ow- 
ing to the unexpected change 
fn the situation. Another 
“Inckdent” may result in hos- 
tilities breaking out immedi- 
ately between the Chinese and 
the Japanese in the City. The 
Navy is, however, well pre- 
pared.”

MASS FLIGHT

HE Government suffered a 
T salutary check when the 
House of Commons refused to give 
it a blank mandate to partition 
Palestine. 

It had challenged this rebuke 
"own arrogance. Lord 


Dufferin said that the Gov- 


‘Jernment would force through the 
plan of the Royal Commission as . 


it stood, save in the impossible 
event that Jews and Arabs jointly 
asked for the samo modification. 


Hectoring of this sort is a threat 
to representative government. One 
may agree in thinking that Lord 


Peel and his colleagues did their 
work ably; one may, reluctantly con- 
cede that partition is to-day the 
best solution available. But it docs 
not ‘follow that offe must swallow 
all the details of the proposed 
scheme, merely because the Gov- 
ernment, after long years, of ul- 
exumpled weakness in Paicstine,, 
suddenly decided to ploy the 
strong man at Westminster. 
his fs not a ‘British but an in- 

ternational quéstion. |

Finally it asked for 
a creative land policy.

great scale, Palestine, and still

But I soon realised that such 
suggestions avere mado in the void. 
Neither race will hear of common 
education, The Arab: leaders, most 
of them great landowners, would 
resist’ any policy designed to free 
their tenants and debtors. 

Vinally, the British Govornment 
will not, attempt any creative 
policy whatever.

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INTERNATIONALISM 


T may perhaps be taken as the function of aiweekly newspaper 

to take a somewhat wider sweep in its survey “of passing 
events than is possible to a daily, which js called upon to com- 
ment on the most recent cables at a moment’s notice, At any 
rate the stirring events of what is now called “The Second Shang- 
hai War" challenge such a survey, for ft opens up all the con- 
troversies that are keeping the civilised world on the strain, and 
we shall be lucky if any solution is contrivéd that will be per- 
manent even locally, and even more lucky if it should point the 
way toward a general appeasement. Shanghai was founded, and 
has grown, for the one purpose of trade. If trade is blocked it 
has failed to function. Morcover when various rivalries, and 
jealousies appeared likely to cause difficulties, it was thought 
that meu could at any rate be united, in defiance of national an- 
tagonisms, by the chance of mnking money, and so Shanghai 
became a unique experiment, the only international city in the 
world. If it cannot be managed on that system the breakdown 
is very strong evidence that any political theory based on inter- 
national goodwill is in advance of the state that our civilisation 
has yet reached. The prospect, considering the: violent excesses 
of which the Japanese -military have been guilty, is depressing, 
but the great lesson of the events of the day fs that the most 
fatal mistake is to’ get out of touch with realitics. 
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One of.the perplexities is that thé more Shanghai has pros- 
pered the more intricate has the problem of its future become. 
It is a homely but true proverb that “you can’t unscramble eggs.” 
Mr. Justice Feetham’s able and comprehensive report threw a 
searchlight on the complications from, the purely, municipal point 
of view, but atill. more instructive is |t- to note how little chance 

lit ever had of being considered from that point of view alone. 
The conditions: require that proposals should be considered on 
their merits, and that at clections candidates should be voted for 
jon the ground: that they will be useful servants of the Municip- 
ulity. . That this ideal isthe reverse of what has-been achieved 
merely indicates that nationality is a much stronger foree than 
loyalty to the local administration, and it would be absurd to 
pretend to be surprised.

This Week I Discuss: ** Indigestion-Dyspepsia”’ 
and the working parts of the “Digestive System.” 


much at times, and ents the wrong 
thing very often, but we nearly 
all overeat all the time. Enting 
a meal before the stomach has 
had time to digest the previous 
one often causes Indigestion, 

Anything which interferes with 
the perfeet and full action of the 
stomach in disposing of one meal 
nnd resting a while before the 
next one, will in some way have 
itx effect, and when the inter- 
ference reaches a certain point 
there is a rebellion on the part 
of the stomach and so:—indiges- 
tion or dyspepsia, 

Doctors declare that Indiges- 
tion is the underlying factor ina 
great majority of the cases that 
they treat. “It is the skeleton 
that hides in every domestic 
eloset, and enters unbidden at 
every banquet.” Realising this, 
it is interesting to see how the 
divestive tract works, 

The process of digestion which 
is necomptished in the small in- 
testine fs by far the greatest part 
of the whole process of taking 
energy into the system. Natur- 
ally enough, it is very complex in 
its work. A small portion of the 
albuminous material contained in 


our eaten food is divested in the _ 


stomach, the macerated food now 
called chyme is passed through 
the pyloric valve to the small in- 
testine which is about twenty 
feet In length and measures about 
two inches wide in’ the widest 
part. Here all) the starches, 
sugars, fats and undigested al- 
buminous material now come in 
contact with three. digestive 
fluida called the pancreatic juice, 
bile and: the Intestinal juices, 
The panereatie juice has three 
ferments, The first, known aa 
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trypsin, acta upon albumins, 
changing them into soluble albu- 
mens, or peptones, fit for absorp- 
tion, The second is anmylopsin, 
which by its action converts 
starches into sugars. The third 
is steapsin, which changes tho 
fnts‘into fatty acids and glycer- 
ine. 

The bite has a'number of func- 
tions, First; it’ ia antiseptic; in 
other words it keep the food-in 
this warm, moist Intestine sweet 
while being digested. Second, it 
causes the peristaltle or  down- 
ward motlon of the intestine. 
Third, it emulsifies the fata, and 
fourth, a portion of the bile is 
reabsorbed to aid in the chemical 
chanyes produced in the liver tis- 
gue. 

The intestinal juices have thelr 
action almost wholly upon the al- 
buminoid material. This mater- 
ial, after reaching the amall in- 
testine in a dlyested form, is now 
ready for absorption. This pro- 
cess is carried on by the — villl 


tiny hairlike projections on the 


walla of the intestines). The 


emulsified fats are absorbed — by - 


means of the lacteals, the small 


veasels.in the centre of the villl, 


the contenta of which are ‘emp- 
tied into the large veins at the 
left side of the neck. Thus this 
fntty material enters the blood 
atream and becomes food for: the 
tissues, the same as protein or 


starch. The detritus, or the ma- 
terial which fails to be digested, 
passes on through the rest of the 
smal) intestine, becoming more 
solidified as it passes’ through the 
large intestine, which mensures 
approximately five feet, finally be- 
ing deposited in the rectum, 

The liver is the largest gland 
in the bod it is so called be- 
cause it secretes, that is, pro- 
duces, a certain fluld. necessary 
for the vital processes of the 
body, In normal human beings 
it weighs about four and a half 
pounds, being ‘divided — roughly 
into four lobes or parts, two large 
and two small. 

The work done by the liver is 
of various kinds. F ‘at, it pro 
duces or secretes what we know 
as the bile, which is poured into 
the yall bladder and from them 
into the small intestine during 
the proceas of digestion. 

The second class of work done 
by the liver fs what is known as 
the change of the absorbed foods 
into such material as may be as- 
similated or used by the tissues 
themselves in all parta of the 
body: The absorbed foods which 
are changed by the Hver are, 
firat, absorbed sugars, technical- 
Ivy knows as. dextrose. When 
this material reaches the liver, 
having been brought from the in- 
testines, that portion of it which 
js not needed Immediately by the 
tissues is changed back into, ua 
form of animal atarch known as- 
glycogen, and stored up in the 
cells of the Iver for future use.

The third class of work done 
by the liver is connected with the 
exeretion of broken down tissue 
of the body er worn out bodily 
tisaues, The blood from all parts 
of the body carr to the liver, 
worn, out or broken down tissues. 
These particles, which fre use- 
fuss, a hanged in this organ to 
na material called urea, which can 
naturally be filtered out of the 
blood by the kidne) This urea 
manufactured in the fiver in nor- 
mal conditions, is sent by the 
blood current to the kidney 
there to be excreted, In abnor 
mal conditions many diseases, 
such as rheumatism, gout, neural- 
vin, disturbances of circulation, 
heart trouble, ete., are caused hy 
n failure of the liver to complete 
this work properly, se. that in- 
stead of producing urea from the 
broken down materials of the sy4- 
tem, uric acid and its salts are 
produced, and these not being 
filtered out by the kidneys, are 
backed up into the body and de- 
posited in many tissues, poison 
ing the nervous system, causing 
museular and joint pains, and 
many other ills. 

The liver being — the jargest 
gland in the yreat chemical Ja- 
boratory of the human body, 
necessarily needa great care and 
attention to keep it in normal 


atate and in good working condi-' 


tion. 

From the foregoing description 
of the liver’s labours it can easily 
be seen that the character and 
the amount of the food digested 
are of prime importance. Over- 
working of the liver sooner or 
later , causes breakdowns. The 
first signa frequently are consis- 
tent bad temper early in the

“feoling liverish”. 

The pancreatic juice referred 
to in the process of intestinal di- 
gestion is produced, or as we 


usually say secreted by a gland 

size known as the 
pancrease. Tt is elongated and 
trinngular in form and occupies 
a horizontal position behind the 


Catomach and the transverse colon. 


In point of location the spleen is 
so closely associated with the 
digestive organs that it may a3 
well be described here, though ft 
ix not essentially a part of the 
digestive system. The exact 
funetionsa of the spleen are not 
thoroughly understood, It is sup- 
posed "to affect or elaborate cer- 
tain elements of the blood, but we 
have not been able to learn as 
much of the work of this organ 
ny we have of practically all of 
the others. It is om the left side, 
fai well back, and situated be- 
tween the stomach and diaph- 


ragm. After unusually violent, 


exercise the spleen may some~ 
times be overfilled with blood, 
cnusing the pain commonly called 
“stitch” in the alde, and in some 


diseases, such as malaria and ty- - 


phoid, it may entarge sufficiently 
to be felt beneath the ribs of the 
left side. 


From the brief examination of 
the important organs of the di- 
westive aystem it will be seen 
that the problem of the selection 
of appropriate food is of impor- 
tance in more respects than one. 
Not only is it essential that we 
have foods which are pure and 
rich in the elements required for 
the rebuilding and repair of the 
tissues of the body, obviously the 


most vital consideration, but the 


consumption of indigestible foods 
and of those containing only a 
amall proportion of nutriment in- 
yolve such a strain upon the di- 
gestive organs a8 to use up an ex- 
cess of vital energy in the work 
of digestion, and, ns must be ap- 
parent at once, any disorder of

The horror of the cholera epidemic is not to 
be found in the appalling figures revealing the 
incidence of the outbreak in Hong Kong. ~ 


It is to be found in a visit to the old Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital, to which all Chinese victims 
are now being sent. 


From time to time, the world has been given 
pictures of shocking conditions in the hospitals 
of early Victorian times, of the tragic inability of 
harassed doctors and nurses to deal adequately 
with a never-ending stream of casualties from a 
gavage battlefield in the Great War, but it seems 
doubtful whether conditions could have been 
much more horrifying than those prevailing to- 
day in the heart of Hong Kong.

RUDE COFFINS 


By the side of the path leading 
from Queen's Road past the hos- 
pital mortuary, were piled scores 
of rude coffins made of Chino pine. 
They lay there in all sizes, some 
constructed to accommodate @ 
full-grown man and others evi- 
dently for infants, no more than 
eighteen inches in longth. 

1 asked some sanitary coolics 
who were standing’ by if there 
were many. bodies to be disposed 
of and was told that the mortuary 
was full to capacity with people 
who had dicd in the course of the 
night and early morning. “To- 
night,” one of them remarked, 
“when the streets arc almost em- 
pty, the bodies will be put Into 
coffins and carted away for burial.” 

Advancing further, I was met, 
by a gang of coolie-women cn- 
guged in somo constructional or 
destructional work adjoining the 
out-patients ward. They were 
carrying the usual smalt baskets 

‘|fiiled with dry earth which was 
flying around in all directions, 
blown by a atift breeze. 

On entering the main, building, 
J was immediately {mpressed by 
the atmosphere of depression, pro- 
bably engendered by the desorted 
appearance of the lower floor. 
Most of the rooms wore devold of 
furniture and bore the appearance 
of neglect. 


THE FIRST CASE 


On the first floor, I saw my first 
case of cholera, a woman 50 
emaciated and contorted with pain 
that {t was impossible to estimate 
her age with any accuracy. She’ 
was lying on the verandah at the 
top of tho stairs on a hard wooden 
bed, upparently in the same 
tlothes she had worn on admis- 
sion.. Hor head was supported by 
a hard porcelain Chinese pillow. 
Her checks ware terribly sunken 
and her fallon jaw and the glazed 
Jook in hor oyes, bespoke the close 
proximity of daath. \ 

1 walked moro -ceplily slong 
the verandah, passing , further 
cuses of ‘oth sexos ,who - were 
huddled under ‘whatever covering 
there was availablo—dirty-looking 
rags. and tattered blankets. Some 
were not covered at all. . :

By an adjoining bed, seated on a 
commode, was another pain-wrack- 
ed creature. Atl the inmates, in 
thelr rags and tatters, most of 
them, gazed fixedly into space, 
taking not the slightest interest 
in anything around them. 


EVERY INCH TAKEN UP 


Every available ,inch, of space 
had been utillaed. “fBeds of every 
description ‘were crowded every- 
where but despite the terribly 
large number of. cases, I saw te- 
markably few attendants. In the 
course of the tour-—and | cover- 
ed the entire building—I saw three 
European sisters, several nurscs 
and u number of male attendants. 
All were sorking themselves at 
high pressure but numerically 
they seemed hopelessly incapable 
of attending to the many who 
moaned pitcously for help. | 

“1 left the hospital horrified that 
such could be possible within a 
few yards of the centre of a mo- 
dern British city. :

Being in- 
stitute by Christ Himself Who [8 
God, the Catholic Church has alt 
these centuries stood for and tried 
to enhance the righteousness of 
God. At firat the Catholic Church 
was not called the Catholic 
Church, because no other vrollgion 
claimed to be like her by ‘calling 
itself ¢#e Christian religion. Only 
avhen the Reformation came over 
Europe and the various branches 
of Protestantism began to call 
themselves ench the true Christian 
religion, did the Catholic Church 
call herself the One Holy Catholic 
Apostolic Church to distinguish 
herself from the others, so that 
she might not be mistaken for an 
ass in a tion’s akin, Since then that 
name has come marching down the 
centuries, 

When Christ established the 
Catholic Church, He was using 
human instruments in the per- 
sons of the Apostles and the dis- 
to achieve His spiritual 
Kingdom of Righteousness. Ho 
wanted them to ‘specialise in the 
work of propagation of the Faith 
and, as such specialists, to remain 
poor and to be ready to endure 
sufferings in order to be efficient 
in their work; ‘but, while to re- 
main poor and to posacss only the 
barest necessities, of life, they 
were to be fed by the people, to 
whom they were going to teach 
Christian truths, as “labourers 
worthy of their food.” (Matt. x. 
9, 10; cf, Lk. xi. 7-9; x. 3-7). Bo- 
sides the Catholic Church knows

Let Rev. Mr. MacLean’ {n- 
quire and examine, and he will 
find Catholic priests live liver of 
poverty. There are, of course, ex- 
ceptions, but these only yo to 
prove the general rule, The hon- 
our paid to the Pope, the Car- 
dinals, the bishops, the priests and 
other religions {s paid to God 
vicariously through them. As a 
holder of earthly goods for the 
purpose of fulfilling God's will to 
establish His Kingdom on earth 
among men, the Catholic Church 
certainly has the right to adminia- 
tery them and to defend © them, 
when necessary, against maniacs 
and robbers—but always with the 
view to spreading God's Kingdom. 
Lustly the Catholle = Church 
tenches that there are-nine ways 
by which a person, or for that mat- 
ter an institution, may either 
cause or share the guilt of an- 
other's sin, namely by counacl, by 
command, by consent, by provoca- 
tion, by praise or flattery, by con- 
cenlment, by being a partner in 
the sin, by silence, any by defend- 
ing the ill done.
